the same activity and vigor that the 
president po.ssessed in his prime at. 
the California Convention. From 
now, he will feel more and nuire the 
burden of Ids years, and I am sure 
tliat the 5jood doctor airrees with me 
that it is no indi>;nity to voice as 
before this earnest hope : '• May 
the pleasant grounds of Ihe college 
know his feeble steps many yeais 
longer " In saying this, I do not 
claim any greater sensibility than 
is naturally the portion of any deaf- 
mnte, whenever Gallaudel is men- 
tioned, no matter how humble 
Ihe deaf-mute is. We all are sub- 
dued by the sight of the furrowed 
face aiid white hair of an old man 
who, having run his strong race, is 
"ow enter(>d upon the path of Ihe 
soul's restfulness ihut passeth un- 
lierslandiiiii. He had said at 
Washington : " I no longer go to 
committees ; I hey come to me." 
It is as it should be. He had 
said : " Ask me to do anything, 
and I will do it for you." 
With these words, the curtain flnp- 
p(>(l aside a.nl let us see nnlo Ihe 
true gieatne-^sof the .soul Who- 
soever shall humble himself, the 
same sliall be exalted. 

Farrar portrayed Jean Gleason 
thus: " Rising while young to a 
leading position, he was appointed 
Chancellor of the University of 
Pai'is before the age thirty, and 
snuggling agfiiiist popes, and conn 
cits, and mobs, ami Kings, became 
the stormiest champion of a slor.ny 
lime. His life lang with combats 
and contradiction*. We And him 
111 t»oliUc,s, now a Burgundinn 
thundering into the ears of the 
tniiice* the tetribl" maxim: 'No 
victim more acceptable to God tlnin 
a tyrant,' now in Armegnac pro- 

nmin.Mii.*' llw> t^niieral Ora'i'n. jk\',,i' 
Miium-inL; III nniiiing langu.'ii;!' i nc 

autocracy of po|)es, and now accept- 
ing the humblest orders of monastic 
obedience. In religious con 
troversy, he is at once the burner 
of Uuss, and the model of Savono 
rola; — al one time urging the cruel 
mercy of putting to death the 
Wickliffe ot Bohemia and at another 
using language which lends to his 
demiiH'iiitio I by Romish bishojKs as 
a precursor of the Reformation. 
And when all his life seemed to 
have accnbninated in one I ng 
f.iilure; when 'he Universilj- whose 
authority he had so splendidlv sup- 
ported, was humiliated and crush- 
ed; when he found that the martyr- 
dom lif Huss had rather slimulaied 
than checked the spirit of inquiry; 
when he had wholly failed loelevate 
the t,one of a sordid episcopate or 
bring about the reform of a corrupt- 
ed pHeslhood; when ho had even 
been unahle to procure frotn the 
assembled Fathers of Constance, to 
whose influence he had so largely 
' ibiiled, any decisive condein- 
m of the abhorrent doctrine of 
political assassination; forced then 
I., .,.., i,„w utterly little is man 
hie greatest, the great 
i^ ume. Mor who has been the soul 
of mighty councils, takes olwcure 
rtdiige and jiasses liis last days in 
humility and submission. He had 
been a leader among the school- 
men; now he cares only for the 
simplest truths. He had been a 
fierce gladiator in the aiena of 
publicity; now he has passed into 
the life of holy silence. He who 
had taken his equal place among 
princes and cardinals, now seeks 
only the society <>f little childien, 
antl teaching them and asking no 
reward but their innocent prayers, 
he loads them to Ihe altar, that 
there they may lift their little while 
hands to heaven and follow him in 
the prayer, he teaches them, ' O 
God ! O my Creator ! have pity ou 
hy poor servant, Jean Gleason.' 
And thus, gathering the little ones 
around his dying bed ihat he may 
breathe his last amid their purity 
and peace, died the greatest orator 
and politician of his day." 

Called young lo a position of re- 
sponsibility, Gallaudef. too, knew 
all Pivsidenis from Buchanan to oui 
present magistrate, battleil for the 
rights of the deaf in councils, rai.sed 
his voice in oonvenlious in behalf 
of dnctrines he believed to he right, 
and stimulated inquiry in every 
bramdi of deaf-mute education. 
Of course, these weiv not the errors 
and the impassioiHMl life of Jean 
Gleason, Ihe reputed anthor of the 
•'Imilalion of Christ " But let us 
complete the picture of an (dd man, 
once the greatest orator of our con- 



ventions and the staunchest advo- 
cate of our rights, who, as the 
leaves fluttering on the College 
grounds, tell of another circling year 
and with it the creeping age, 
gathers around him the graduates, 
his children of silence, and, leading 
them in the sign language, teaches 
I hem to repeat after him the same 
text that he preached on that quiet 
Sunday morning : 

"Ye are the light of the world; 
be ye ther(>fore perfect." 

Now, Henri dn Pre, if there yet 
remains a shred of manhood in 
you, will you ri.se and taunt the 
above as " Tilden's beautiful 
verses of Shakespeare's Dombev 
«feSon?" 

The allegation that the College men are 
l)ande<l together, one for all, and all for 
one, simply becan.se they sre college men, 
is atwurd. Aside from the force allied with 
superior mental training, they hold their 
present commanding position in the or- 
ganizations with which they are connected 
by the consent and the votes of their non- 
collegiate ( If they are not want- 
ed, or are it rests with the vast 
non-collegi..iv ...j, lity to turn them down 
and out. 

Whether the college boys are 
banded tosrether or not, is .d no in- 
terest whatever to Tilden 

I had simply referrf. n. ihe 
Editor of the Deaf-Mutks' Jour- 
nal, as an authority. 

Tilden also met a deaf-mute at 
some other place than Norfolk, who 
said to him: "I heard you ran 
for the presidency. Why, it is 
labor lost. The college boys con- 
trol all the conventions and will 
never let f non -collegiate man <x'- 
cupv the chair." 

And that deaf-mute is a graduate 
of the eolleije. not of the Henri 
stiit>e, judging from his frankness. 

What I wanted to know is : 
the Qallandet College look 
.i^iwiuce on the Federation plan? 
Its faculty has two or more deaf 
professor.s, one of whom has a deaf 
son-in-law, who made a violent 
speech, which was seconded by a 
Washington, D C, minister, who 
was not corrected by a Philadel- 
phia prCvStdent. and so on. 

How is that ?

GALLAUDET DAY AT THE INSTITU- 
TION FOR THB DEAF AND DUMB, 
JACK-SON, MI.SS. 

Another anniversary of this occa- 
sion ha.s pa.s.sed much to the pleasure 
and profit of the deaf and their 
friends in the Mississippi Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb. Dr. Robert 
Patterson, of the Ohio Institution. 
was the orator of the evening. Dr. 
Patterson's visit was the occasion of 
pleasure to many outside of the Insti- 
tution. Gov. Jas. K. Vardaman, 
while attending a meeting of the 
Board of Trustees the evening before 
Gallaudet Day, finding that he would 
have to leave the City that night and 
could not be present to introduce Dr.

Dr. Patterson was doi jirceled with 
as large an audience as entertain- 
ments of this kind generally draw to 
the In.stitution, due to two causes — 
the citizens of the city were a little 
dubioiw on account of the recent 
scare of scarlet fever and diptheria 
in the Institution; in addition. Dr.

Another beautiful deed that Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet did was to found in New York 
the first Home where aged and infirm deaf 
may rest when the day of toil is over, and 
enjoy social intercourse and religious con- 
solation in the sign-language, 'rhe deaf of 
Ohio, of Pennsylvania and of New England 
have similar Homes in successful operation. 
The deaf of Illinois are actively engaged in 
collecting a fund for one. 

The youngest son, I>r. Edward Miner 
Gallaudet, early in twyhoofl, happened to 
stand still and listen one day as his father, 
like Moses on the top of Pisgah, was look- 
ing over toward the promised land; and a 
wonderful message came into the boy's 
life; it was to demonstrate to the world that 
it was possible for the deaf to pursue the 
higher education in the same way the hear- 
ing do. Gallaudet College, at Washington, 
D. C, has .since 1864 proven the value of 
that message. Right hundre<l and fifteen 
students frotn forty-six .states and territories 
of our country have Ijcen within its walls, 
and have lieen liftc<l onto higher planes of 
culture and usefulness than would other- 
wise have Ijeen within their reach. 

There is another tie that binds the good 
Doctor to the deaf. He is the "guide, 
philosopher and friend " to when they turn 
in every emergency that calls for a defense 
of the sign-language. This language he 
learned at fiis mother's knee; and he grew 
up in an atmosphere of it, mingling with 
the deaf in 'heir sports and in the social 
circle, and teaching in the clas»-room 
and from the lecture-platform for over 
half a century. 

Is this not an experience to ripen a man's 
judgment and enable him to appreciate 
fully the value of the language as a promot- 
er of intelligence, information ana happi- 
ness 1 Although Dr. (iallaudet is an arlvo- 
cate of speech teaching and was the first in 
the profession to urge upon the scIkmIs its 
right to a place in the e<Iucation of such a.s 
show capability to profit by it, he knows 
its limitations, and never hesitates to stand 
up and urge the plea that, in the interest 
of the licst good and happiness of the deaf, 
the tide of oralism should go " thus far 
and no farther, ' ' and not pass beyond the 
breaker-line of a blessing. 

1 shall now take up the thread of my 
theme and proceed to give .some sketches 
which may serve as a bird's-eye view o( 
the doings ami achievements (if the deaf 
and give an idea of their value to society. 

There are about fifteen deaf missionaries 
to the deaf. The oldest is Rev. Austin W. 
Mann, who is the general missionary in 
the Middle Western iJiocese of the Episco- 
pal Church. He was educated at the In- 
diana Institution and was a teacher in the 
Michigan Institution for several years t>e- 
fore he took up missionary work in which 
he has been engaged for thirty-five years. 
Rev. Philip J. Hasenstab, who has been 
the resident tmstor of the Chicago Mission 
of the Metho-i' h for the past fifteen

f)f the 1525 teachers employed in the 
Schools for the Deaf. 258 are deaf. That 
not more are employed is due to the fact 
that there is a growing demand for oral 
work. There is no u.se of arguing about 
the value of a gtKKl deaf teacher. That he 
is not only a power for intelligent sympathy 
and in.spiration, but an example for emu- 
lation, g'jcs without saying. If long ser- 
vice is a criterion of proiessional worth, 
there are not a few of the deaf teachers who 
can lay claim to it.

Ou visiting one's Alma Mater 
forty-seven years after graduating, 
one cannot but be struck on observ- 
ing the vast changes for the better 
that prevail in every department of 
the school over those of olden times. 

At the old Institution, then locat- 
ed at 50th Street, where the first 
three years of our school life were 
spent, how different it was. Then 
all the teachers, or nearly all, lived 
within the buildings of the Institu- 
tion. Among them were our late 
beloved Dr, Gallaudet, Jacob Van 
Nostrand, the Peets, father and 
three .sons, and for a short time 
John R. Keep, Oi, W. Morris, Wil- 
liam H. Weeks, J. W. Conklin, 
J H, Benedict, and others. As 
matron we had Harriet Stoner and 
as assistant matron Mary E. Totteu. 

In our dormitories we had the old 
wooden bedsteads, but good mat- 
tresses and plenty of bedding for 
solid comfort, where now they have 
natty little iron bedsteads with the 
accompanying comforts of spring 
mattresses. 

At table we sat on wooden bench- 
es, with oilcloth tablecloths, at first, 
then later, we had the real 
article. Our victuals, always 

good, were not always .served in such 
an appetizing manner as to-day. 
Our ix>tatoes, when boiled, always 
came to table with their jackets ou. 
Once or twice a year, at Christmas 
or New Year's, we would have 
mashed potatoes. Bread, butter, 
rice, and molasses, were always of 
the best, and everything that was 
given us was in abundance, cabbage 
boiled good and wholesome, if one 
could eat it without looking at it. 
Turkey and cranberry sauce with 
pumpkin pie was always our 
Thanksgiving treat. Occasionally 
for supper on Sunday we had ginger 
bread. Sauce was an unknown 
quantity, except the cranberry at 
Thanksgiving. 

After moving to Fanwood, on 
that ever memorable December 4th, 
classes were set up in the girls' sit- 
ting-room for the first year. At the 
new buildings we had stools set in a 
frame for seats. These were placed 
in the dining room for the use of the 
girls for a time, the boys retaining 
the benches — where now all have 
chairs — at table. We had steel 
knives and forks, with the cheapest 
of spoons, and the girls had to wash 
the dishes — a girl on a space of ten 
— or twelve feet — each one had to 
be responsible for the keeping in 
order of her space, and the knives 
and forks had to ht scoured and pol- 
ished up three times a day. To-day 
you have the knives, forks and 
spoons all plated and good as any to 
be found anywhere. What became 
of the goo<i old drinking mugs u.sed 
at dinner time ? I see glasses now. 
We had our tea and coffee in large 
tin urns, sometimes hot, sometimes 
otherwise, but al way sweetened and 
with milk. 

The boys and girls of olden time 
were just as full of pranks then as 
now, and enjoyed playing practical 
jokes then with the same zest as at 
the present time. 

Our laundry work was done in the 
old-fashioned way, and required an 
unlimited amount of ' 'elbow grease, ' ' 
whereas you now have the very best 
up-to-date laundry appliances aud 
conveniences. In our day individual 
towels were unknown, except to a 
very few who brought theirs from 
home, the majority having to use 
those great roller towels supplied by 
the Institution. What care is be- 
stowed on the children of the present 
day! Each has three or more clean 
towels per day, and table napkins 
where none were known in the olden 
lime, except a few brought from 
home. 

In the V..V. .1^ .Il Street time, our 
hospital for contagious diseases was 
a small room over the laundry, 
which was very near to the girls' 
sitting room, although detached. 
Conversation with the inmates could 
be readily carried on from, the win- 
dows, and many a time those so- 
called hospital rooms were occupied. 
What a change at present ! Yon 
have a real hospital, with all the 
modern means for battling with dis- 
ease and prolonging life. 

Had we enjoyed a gymnasium, 
such as you have, with trained in- 
structors, what a lot of real good 
would have been done to those 
many graduates who returned home 
to vex and annoy over-sensitive re- 
lations with slouching gait, scraping, 
dragging or digging pedal extremi- 
ties, all unconscious of those dis- 
agreeable traits so trj'ing to a nerv- 
ous person. One could not but 
admire the manly . l>enring, lithe 
forms and graceful ai' of the 

boys at drill — so c \ un- 

known in those old days 

In the early days at . .....vood, 

where I spent my last four years,

At present, your 
dining room for the pupils would 
compare favi "' vithlhatof any 
to be found c.

Of all the hundreds that were there 
when I was a pupil, the only 
remaining one was Prof. W. G. 
Jonesr. He was then a little tot, bnt 
so bright and clever that it was not 
easy to forget him.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
lo the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.l)., by the erection of a Parish 
BuildiiiK for Ht. Ann's Churcli for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Cliureh 
is situated on I48th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet liack from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicaled, which will form a facade 
to the church wlillceand lie a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work lie now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenly- 
i\vt^ feet in deptli. It will be three 
HtorieK ill lieight, willi a basement, 
and will be used tor llie social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of tlie 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and jiurpose, 
will form a coiiMjiieuoUB monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
Hileut jieoples. They tlieniHelves 
heartily en'lorse the memorial.
